It is hard to say whether the country will be 
more appalled cr distressed by the ghastly tidings 
which comes to us from the national capitol of 
the assassination of, the ruler of the people. 
At all times and under all 
circumstances dreadful to contemplate, 
itis in this ins‘ance attended by domestic sui~ 
roundings of so touching a description. It relates 
toa maa of such gentle character as to carry 
with it asense of personal bereavement. The 
president of the United States bas been stricken 
down in the e.rly mornicg of what promised 
to be a career of political usefulness, personal 
honor, bappiness and health and at least of a 
sincere devotion to his country. It is fortunate 
that the hand which dealt the blow was 
not that of a  southera man, be- 
cause if it head been, we  sbould 
have beard from one end of the landto the 
othera stalwart outcry againstthe south. The 
author of th's dire crime seems to be the merest 
vagabond, yet he claims to be 
a stalwart and what is there in the character 
of the man io whose name and interest the deed 
was done, and whose desperate fortunes it saves 
from destruction, to rescue them from suspicion, 
which would by a change in that author's 
nativity firmly aitach itself to 
mostinnocent people? Mrs. Surratt was hanged 
on less circumstantial evidence than occurs to 
the mind as to Roscoe Conkling and Chester A 
Arthur. The vile nature of the contest at 
Albany, the despicable rancor of 
the combatants, and the base methods adopted 
by both parties render the murder as likely a 
method as any other,and whilst we shouid be slow 
to accuse anybody, and rayerful that 
the man Guitteau is not the in-

As this assassin came from Logan's city and 
district, 1 may recall a conversation I had with 
Garfield when he was on his first congressional 
committee. It was in 1868. Garfield always stood 
up for the regular army, and on tnat committee 
Butler and Logan were resolved to chastise the 
regular army spirit, and promote the volunteers 
to be a feature of it in the regular service in time 
of peace. General Garfield said to me, “I think 
I can get my bill reported, but I have two 
very brutal men to fight, Butler and Logan.”" He 
spoke against any person being very guarded in 
his censure, and he was never satirical. Of Conk~- 
ling be once said to me, about twelve years ago: 
“Covkling can never forget that heewas the head 
of the Utica bar,.”” +I thought it was 
satirical, but it was true that the 
bar of Uasica for many years was 
considered of the very bestin New York or the 
north. It was the best barin thestate of New 
York for fifty years. 

There is universal sympathy with Mis. Gar 
field, and absolute appreciation of Garfield's 
better gualities in th: city to-day. While hs 
does not die with the big halo that Lincoln had 
around him, he awey with the verdict 
that he was a kiod hearted man, a brave 
husband and father and ose whom the 
country would learn to xoow betterand to like 
The dispatch seat to his wifegiving her his love 
brought tears to the eyes of fully half the people.

The 
three months of Garfield’s administration have 
been attended with more bitterness than the first 
three months pf Lincoln's, in a _ time 
of civil war, and of the general 
breaking up of property and even of famil ties. 
Much of this is attributed to Conkling’s intense 
reseutmentand passion for making pérs ality 
outof every difference. 

Business men are asking whether this crime is 
to lose our confidence under a republican gov- 
ernment. For the better part of the day there 
was agenoeral breakin prices and signs of com- 
mercial distress, but when the real 
nature of the murderer came out—his low con- 
dition, his miserable egotism, and deadly snif- 
fling—the public seemed to look up, regurding 
the man as & monstrosity not con- 
nected with anything of influence in 
our country. “Thank God," sa‘’d many, “‘he 
is not a nihilist, for that would be dreadful to 
have to be killed under the same motives as the 
ezar of Russia.’’ 

The feeling in New York, as I find by mingling 
with the crowd, is unquestionably growing more 
bitter toward Conkling acd irritable even towaid 
Arthur.

JAMES ABRAM GARFIELD, 
James Abram Garfield was born on the 19th of 
November, 1831, at Orange, Cuyahoga county, 
Ohio. He was the youngest of four children, and 
soon after his birth his father, Abram Garfield, 
died, leaviag bis mother with a hard prospect in 
life Sheisa woman of strong character and of 
wonderful energy.

How the News Came toe Atlanta.

The matter was at first | 
thought to bea hoax, staried for the purpose of 
affecting the stock matket—the formal warning 
of the press association that such heaxes might 
be expected to follow the false report of Gould’s 
death, being generally recalled. 

It was not until Major Cummings had called 
attention to the fact that the stock and cotton 
exchanges were closed for Saturday and Monday, 
that this view of the report was abandoned. 
Dispatches of inquiry were seat and the truth 
of the news soon demonstrated. The first 
dispatches stated that he had been killed,and the 
intense excitement created by this was somewhat 
modified by the later news that he was still alive 
and that his wounds were not necessarily fatal.
